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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-12 were pending in the present application. The present response amends 
claims 1 and 11, leaving pending in the application claims 1-12. Reconsideration of the rejected 
claims is respectfully requested. 

I. Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12 contain allowable subject matter. 

IL Objection to the Specification 

The disclosure is objected to for failing to update the status of U.S. Patent Application 
Serial No. 10/310,195 to U.S. Patent No. 6,738,138. The specification has been amended to 
include the updated status information. As such, Applicants respectfully request that the 
rejection with respect to the specification be withdrawn. 

III. Objection to the Claims 

Claims 1-12 are objected to for the presence of an informality in claims 1 and 11. 
Particularly, claims 1 and 1 1 are objected to for not including the phrase "of the lens" after the 
recitation of "the optical axis." Although Applicants do not necessarily agree with the need for 
such inclusion, claims 1 and 1 1 have been amended in order to expedite issuance of the pending 
claims. Applicants therefore respectfully request that the objection to the claims be withdrawn. 

IV. Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double patenting as 
being unpatentable over claims 1-14 of U.S. Patent No. 6,515,744. Although Applicants do not 
necessarily agree with the rejection, a timely filed terminal disclaimer is filed herewith in order 
to expedite issuance of the pending claims. Applicants therefore respectfully submit that the 
rejection with respect to the claims has been overcome.
